worse state at present than they were 
immediately after Hie disaster.

R o m a n e s q u e and 
Gothic periods of the original build 
ing. which fires and earthquakes had 
spared, have now disappeared. 
Many of the choir siulls designed 
by Giorgio Yenezhino in 1540, and

have been irrevocably damaged from 
exposure to the sun and rain. as tar
